They have reminded us that the work they began here is far 
from finished - that the work of Judaism is never finished. The rabbis who will come to , 
take their places will continue that work, and we look forward with enthusiasm to meeting 
them, knowing them and following their leadership.

The following are excerpts from two of the speeches delivered on the occasion of the 
presentation of the Rabbis' Honor Cups, January 1963. 


Allan Gold - "As I stood at the threshold of Confirmation last year, I fully realized 

how valuable my years at Religious School have been. Without the firm religious foundations 
that I have received at Emanu-El, I would be a morally helpless and spiritually weak person. 
Not all of you can understand now just what I mean by these words. I can only say that you 
need a firm religious education and it may be the most important part of your lives. Only 
time will give you a full understanding of the great value of a sound religious education. 


Yet as I stood ready to be confirmed, I realized that it was only the beginning. My 
silver cup is not yet finished. While it signifies the completion of my formal Jewish edu- 
cation at Religious School, this does not mean that my whole Jewish education is complete. 
I am now continuing my Jewish education in the high school class. It gives me deeper in- 
sight and further knowledge of Judaism. Also each day's experiences add a little more to 
my growth and understanding of Judaism. Actually no one ever stops learning, and even with 
the hardest and most sincere study, one can never truly complete his education. The honor 
cup was a goal for me when I was in Religious School, as it should be for each of you - to 
strive for and to obtain. But for me, it has now gained a far greater significance. My 
goal is now to work throughout my life to make my cup as complete as I can, with a continual 
striving for knowledge and an undying belief in Judaism." 


Susan Colvin - "Each of the eight branches of the Chanukah menorah represents an ideal of 
Judaism. The first tells of God whose first command was "Let there be light.' We, the 
recipients of the honor cup, constantly strive to fulfill God's commandments. The second 

is the light of Torah. Although we have finished our formal Jewish education, we know that 
learning about Judaism is a life-long process. Some of us have joined with other members of 
our Confirmation Class to attend the high school class under the guidance of Rabbi Grafman. 
The third light stands for Justice, and Judaism has always been concerned with justice - not 
just for the Jew, but for every man. The fourth is the light of Mercy. May we always show 
mercy for those who have less than we. The fifth light represents Holiness. In the words 


’ 
| 
of the prophets we say, ‘Holy, holy, holy is the Lord of Hosts; the whole earth is full of 
His glory.' The sixth light is the glowing light of Love, and one of the main aspects of 

Judaism is love of God and of one's fellow man. The seventh is the calm light of Patience. 
No award can be earned overnight. It takes hard work, help, perseverance and patience. 

The last light is that of Courage. We pray to God that we have the courage of the Maccabees 
to face the coming years.
